On June 3, 2019, we advised you by email that, in order for us to process your request, 
we needed additional information. We asked you to provide the names of the Marine Corps 
personnel whose email accounts and computers you would like searched and the offices which 
might hold the other records you are seeking. Since you have not responded within the allotted 
10 calendar days, we must close your request. If you are able to provide the additional 
information needed, you are welcome to resubmit your request. 

If you consider this to be an adverse determination, you may submit an appeal directly 
within FOIAonline. To do this, you would log in to your account, retrieve your original request, 
and then click on the “Create New” tab in the left-hand column and select “Appeal”. The basic 
information from your request will be duplicated for you, and then you can type in the basis of 
your appeal. If you prefer to use regular mail, you may submit an appeal to the Judge Advocate 
General (Code 14), 1322 Patterson Avenue SE, Suite 3000, Washington Navy Yard, DC 20374- 
5066. Your appeal, if any, must be postmarked within 90 calendar days from the date of this 
letter and should include a statement indicating why you believe your appeal should be granted.
